This is another in a series off 
pioneer adventures as told by 
Lawrence E. Will, Glades his 
torian and pioneer businessman! 
im Belle Glade." 

In my ramblings to and frol 
in this state and travelling ир 
and down in it while searching! 
out old settlers of Okeechobee's 
shores, I've met with some right 
interesting people, I'll have you 
know. I reckon that one of the 
most outstanding of these was 
Mrs. Lula Curry Russell over 
Punta Gorda way, and also her 
ex-gator hunting son Walter 
Curry, and her daughter Alber- 
tie Whit Jones, the first white 
chiht-born on Okeechobee Lake, 

Lula was probably one of the 
first women to live here on the 
lake.(When I visited her she was 
eighty years of age and only as 
big as a minute, a minute-and- 
a-half, or two minutes, but she 
still had plenty of zip. Lula told 
me that she had been born at 
Webster (that’s Kenansville to- 
day). and at the age of sixteen’ 
she had married William Jones 
Curry. They had drifted down 
to the Caloosahatchee country, 
and the following year, in 1897 


Lula hit rowed thei 
LaBelle to the Kissimmee's 
mouth on Okeechobee Lake. 
which would make them among 
the first to live out here. She 
says that during those first years 
she was more likely to see an 
Indian than a white person, and 
at one time her nearest neighbor 
was twelve miles away. Her first 
baby was born on the lake but 
it died, at birth. However her 
sixth one. Albertie, was born in 
1907 near the mouth of Taylor 
Creek, and Lula says that she 
was the first child born on the 
Jake, and which survived. 

Lula wrote an account of her 
early days here, right iriteresting 
reading, especially

the lake's biggest business, bring- 
ing in a million dollars а year, 
but the very first catfish from 
the lake were caught and ship 
ped by Will Curry and William 
Strickland in August 1900, 

Walter Curry told of а Bunt- 
ing trip with his father on Des. 
mocrat River, where Belle Glade 
is today. Walter had just Killed. 
an eleven foot gator, which was 
the largest he had ever. killed. 
though his father had once shot 
one measuring twelve feel and 
four inches. Walter then caught 
а baby gator which was swim- 
ming by. He tried to, make it 
grunt by slapping it and knock- 
ing its head against the boat. 
Finally, in disgust, he exclaimed. 
“If you won't grunt then уой 
can walk!” and tossed if onto 
the bank. The litle feller, then 
gave the gator equivalent of the 
grand hailing sign of distress, at 
which the mother rose from the 
bottom and with a mighty sweep 
of her tail knocked the boat sides 
ways, which toppled both men 
into the water. However, she 
then seemed satisfied and didn't 
try to follow up her attack, but 
hurried ashore to her 
young'un. 

A similar experience happeh- 
ed’ 10 Johnnie Atkinson, later 
а Belle Glade fireman, when he 
was night hunting in the Bolles | 
Canal in 1929. Johnnie was in 
the bow of his boat, a lantern 
on his head, eight 1¥& уой dry 
batteries іп a pack om his back 
and a 12 gauge shotgun in his 
Һара. He shot an eight foot ga- * 
tor which dived, but come right 
up and shoved his ugly snout 
over the edge of the boat, John- 
nie's partner ran to the bow, bul 
water came aboard, so һе ran 
back to the stern, but just then.

Appearance and 
Dress Policy 


The Palm Beach County 
School Board, July 29, adopted 
an amended version of its 1966 
policy on nersonal appearance 
and dress regulations. 

‘The amended policy was pre-| 
pared by a committee represent-| 
ing elementary, junior and sen-| 
ior high school principals, and 
recommended to the Board by|

ton. It reads: 

General Application. 7 All

1: The enlarged concept ol 
public school resporiiSifities dic- 
lates that the schools teach many 
things in addition to the general.

2. The majority of students! 
conform to acceptable standards, 
of dress, but all pupils in all 
schools shall give attention to 
their personal appearance.

Any style or manner of dress 
that tends to draw undue atten- 
tion to an individual to such ex- 
tent that it becomes a classroom 
distraction is prohibited.

THE G.0.P. PLATFORM 


One of the functions of party conventions is the 
adoption of a platform. To many these documents are 
largely a game of politics, in which something is pro- 
mised to as many groups, segments and blocs as pẹ- 
sible, in the hope of winning votes. To others the docu- 
ment is a guiding policy statement of the conventions 
and party to be observed and followed by a Republican 
President and Congress, if elected. 

The platforms of the major parties are thus signifi- 
cant documents, more important than detractors would 
indicate.and yet not fully binding on a President or C. 
gress. Viewed with this background in mind, (ће re 
cently-adopted Republican platform seems an appeal- 
ing one in most areas, 

Admittedly, it is general. On the two greatest 
sues of the moment it is moderate. It does not call for 
intensification of the war in Vietnam but calls for shift- 
ing more of the burden to oth@g nations and for a fair 
settlement. On the issue of crime and law and order, it 
alls for stern action against crime and disorder in the 
streets but also suggests efforts to eliminate the causes 
of crime and disorder: 

While the platform calls for tax credits to corpora. 
| tions aiding the fight on poverty and relaxed welfare 
eligibility requirements for impoverished Americans it 
dos not advocate a guaranteed income. It also inclu 
a call for a reorganized farm program, an end to feder 
ally-coerced strike settlements which are inflationary, 
economy in government, freer trade among nations. 
support of Israel, tax credits to those burdened with 
cost of higher education and opposition to the gudmin- 
sion of China into the U.N.
